Uttar Pradesh. (Deceased). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 12th October, 1963, Constable Muneshwar Dutt was 
on sentry duty on the railway bridges at Chheoli between 
Karbigwan and Aung, on the Northern Railway. There are 
two bridges at Chheoli over the Pando river, with the double 
lines running parallel to each other. At about 11,15 hours, 
u tight engine was coming from Kurbigwan towards Fatehpur 
on one of the bridges, while a passenger train was going from 
Fatehpur towards Kanpur on the other. One Thakur 
Indrapal Singh who was standing near the bridge facing the 
passenger train mistook the whistle of the engine which was 
coming from behind to be that of the passenger train and 
made no effort to move away from the railway track. Seeing 
the imminent danger to the life of Thakur Tndrapal Singh, 
Constable Muneshwar Dutt rushed towards him and tried to 
pull him away from the railway track but in doing so he was 
struck by the engine and thrown into the river and lost his 
life. Thakur Tndrapal Singh was run over by the engine and 
killed. 

Constable Muneshwar Dutt displayed outstanding gallantry 
in trying to save the life of another person 'at the cost of his 
own. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 12th October, 1963,

No. FA(5)~ElT(B)/64 , — The Pay Commission (1957-59) 
made the following recommendations in regard to the dearness 
allowance payable to Central Government employees : — 

“(0 Employees drawing pay below Rs. 300 may be granted 
dearness allowance at the following rates : — 

a) basic pay below Rs. 150 ,. Rs. 10 per mensem 

( b ) basic pay of Rs, 150 or Rs/ 20 per mosnem 
above but below Rs. 300, 
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There should be marginal adjustments for employees draw- 
ng a basic pay of Rs. 300 or above but below R$. 320. 

if) Those rates of dearness allowance should be taken 
as related to the consumer price index 115 (All-India 
working class consumer price index with base 
1949=*= 100), Hri d should continue unless the index 
falls below 100. 

(Hi) If during a period of 12 months the index remains 
on an average, ten points above 1 15, the Government 
should review the position and consider whether 
an increase in the dearness allowance should be allowed ; 
and if so, at what rate. 

(M The benefit of dearness allowance should in juturc 
upward adjustments, be extended to all employees 
drawing a basic pay below Rs. 400 per mensem in 
such a way that the total of basic pay and dearness 
allowance paid to an employee in the pay range of 
Rs, 300 to Rs. 400 docs not exceed Rs, 400.’* 

The rates of dearness allowance mentioned at item j) above 
were brought into force from the 1st July, 195 9. 

2. On the working class consumer price index rising, on 
the average, to 125 during the period November, 1960 to Octo- 
ber, 1961, the Government increased the rates of dearness 
allowance from 1-11-1961. Again due to rise in the index 
on ad hoc increase in the rates of dearness allowance was allowc 
from 1-7-1963. The average index for the period February, 
1963 to January, 1964, rose to 135 and the rates of dearness 
allowance were further revised from 1-2-64, The rates of dear- 
ness allowance allowed from time to time are as follows ; —

3. It has been represented to the Government by certain 
Associations of employees that this increase is not adequate. 
Tho Government of India have decided to set up a ono-mau 
Independent Body for Dearness Allowance to examine the mat- 
ter. Shri S. K. Das, retired judge of the Supreme Court, will 
constitute the Body. 

4, Subject to the recommendations and general observa- 
tions made by the Pay Commission in Chapter IX of their Report 
and having regard to the various causes of the rise in prices, 
the state ot the economy, the impact of increased pays on prices 
und other relevant circumstances, the Body will examine and 
repon to the Government whether the compensation already 
grantod in the various pay ranges is adequate and recommend 
what changes, if any, are necessary. 


5. The Body will devise its own procedure. It may caU 
for such information and take such evidence as it may consider 
necessary. The Ministries and Departments of the Govern- 
ment. of India will furnish such information and documents 
as may be required by the Body. The Government of India 
trust that the Service Associations and others concerned 
will also extend to the Body their fullest cooperation and 
assistance. 

6. The Body is requested to make its report to the Govern- 
ment as soon as practicable.

Appendix 

Central Wage Board for Limestone and Dolomite Mining 
Industries 

Calcutta , 29 th April 1964 

The Board had, on 22nd November, 1963, made unanimous 
recommendations about interim wage increase. These recommen- 
dations have been accepted by Government under Resolution 
No. WB-2(37)/63, dated 5th February, 1964. 

It has been brought to the notice of the Board that these 
recommendations are vague and not clear in some respects and 
that there may be difficulties in making marginal adjustments, 
The Board has carefully considered the whole position and agrees 


that some of the recommendations require clarification and ampli- 
fication, For this purpose, it has ro-drafted its recommendations 
about interim increase as under : 

1. All workman (time rated, as also piece rated) as defined 
in the Industrial Disputes Act, working in the limestone and 
dolomite mining industries should be paid an interim increase 
in their wages as detailed in paragraph 2 below. 

Note : 

(/) Workmen working in captive lime kilns connected with 
limestone quarries/mines will also be entitled to the 
interim wage increase. 

(ii) *Vorkm;n employed by or through contractors in all 
processes directly connected with the raising and des- 
patch of limestone and dolomite and manufacture of 
lime in such captive lime kilns will be entitled to the 
interim increase. 

2. AH workmen should be paid total emoluments as worked 
out below: -- 

Where the emoluments are They should be paid emoluments 
up to Rs. 52 p.m. (or of Rs. 65 p.m. (or Rs. 2-50 per 
Rs. 2 per day), day). 

Where the emoluments are They should be paid emoluments 
more than Rs. 52 p.m. of Rs, 72-80 p.m. (or Rs. 2*80 
(Rs, 2 per day) but not per day), 
more than Rs. 65 p.m. 

(Rs, 2-50 per day). 

Where the emoluments arc They should bt paid an interim 
more than Rs. 65 p.m. increase of Rs. 7’ 80 p.m, 

(Rs. 2-50 per day) but (Re. 0-30 per day), 

less than Rs. 100 p.m, 

(less than Rs. 3 - 85 per 
day). 

Whore the emoluments arc They should be paid an intorim 
Rs. 100 p.m. and more, increase of Rs, 10-40 p.m. 

but less than Rs. 150 (or Re. 0-40 per day). 

.m. (Rs, 3 -85 or more 
ut loss than Rs. 5 ■ 77 per 
day). 

Where the emoluments arc They should be paid in interim 
Rs. 150 and more p.m, increase of Rs. 13 p.m. or

Note : 

(/) Emoluments include basic wages, dearness allowance, 
cash food subsidy and/or value of food concessions in 
cash or in kind but not bonus. 

(ii) Employers giving food grains at concession rates to 
workmen shall work out the value cf food concessions 
as on 1-12-63. The value of food concessions so deter- 
mined should be taken into account for determining 
emoluments as recommended above and the interim 
increase determined on this basis shall not be changed 
as long as those recommendations are in force, 

3. The interim wage increase shall not count for dearness 
allowance or bonus, if any, but shall bo taken into account for 
other purposes like provident fund, over-time, leave with pay, 
paid holidays, maternity leave, retirement benefits, etc. 

4. In those cases, where workmen are already getting an in- 
terim wage increase as a result of recommendations of the Iron 
& Steal Industry Wage Bz>ird, no further interim increase will 
be given. 

5. The amount of interim roliof shill be shown as a separate 
item, till the final recommendations of the Wage Board are made and 
thereafter such final recommendations will prevail. 

6. The interim wage increase should be paid with effect from 
1-1-1964, Workmen should be paid their emoluments at the 
now rates recommended above not later than from the emoluments 
earned from 1-6-1964; and arrears of interim increase earned 
from 1-1-64 to 31-5-64 shall be paid latest by 15th August, 1964,
